Public Service Can Be Painless 


By E. SCOTT WOOD 


From Etiwanda where the first 
long distance telephone call was 
made west of the Mississippp!, 
and the first electrically lighted 
streets south of San Francisco 
glimmered in the surrounding 
darkness, comes the idea that 
*“‘public service can be painless,” 

The Etiwanda Service Club is 
serving its community today as it 
has for the past 50 years, “‘The 
problem with small organizations 
like this,”” said President Don 
Hansen, “is that recordings get 
handed down and early documents 
get lost,”” 

No one knows how old the ser- 
vice clubis, According to Hansen, 
annyal events like the Fourth of 
July picnic, complete with sack 
races, contests and father-son 
softball games, have been car- 
ried on since 1924, perhaps earli- 
er, but no one can remember, 

Elmer Mueller, secretary for 
the club for 20 years, believes 't 
had its origin about the same time 
the Cucamonga Service Club was 
started, ‘‘1920 or so,” 

Mueller, still an active mem- 
ber though no longer secretary, 
recalls past achievements of the 
club such as when the small band 
of community volunteers solici- 
ted funds for the purchase of the 
lot needed for a fire station, The 
lot presently is occupied by the 
station of the California Division 
of Forestry, Mueller remembers 
other service club ‘“‘deals’’ that 
resulted in expanded community 
service, The club was instrumen- 
tal in arranging land for the con- 
struction of the “‘new’’ school on 
Victoria tast of Etiwanda Blvd, 
The old Cypress Hall, meeting 
place of the club, had to be torn 
down to make way for the ele- 
mentary school, 80 a return 
agreement with the school dis- 
trict provided that the school 
would be available for public 
meetings, The agreement was 
made in the 1930s, according to 
Mueller, with ‘‘new deal money”’

ADDING CHAPTER 67, SE.

THE CITY COUNCTL OF

SECTION 1. Chapter 27 of 
Tithe V of the San Dimas Mu.

CHAPTER 67 
SECURITY PROVISIONS

Section 6702 . SCOPE. The 
provisions of this Chapter 
Shall apply to enclosed Group 
F, G, H, I and J Occupancies 
regulated by this Code. EX. 
CEPTION: The requirements 
shall not apply to enclosed 
Group J Occupancies having 
no opening to an attached buil. 
ding or which are completely 
detached. 

Section 6703 - LIMITA. 
TIONS. No provision of this 
Chapter shal] require or be 
construed to require devices 
on exit doors contrary to the 
requirements specified in 
Chapter 33 of the Uniform 
Building Code. 

Section 6704.ALTERNATE 
SECURITY PROVISIONS. The 
provisions of this Chapter are 
not intended to prevent the use 
of any device or method of 
construction not specifically 
prescribed by this Code when 
such alternate provides equiv. 
alent security based upon a 
recommendation of the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s De. 
partment. 

Section 6705 ~ DEFINI.

CYLINDER GUARD is a 
hardened ring surrounding the 
exposed portion of the lock 
cylinder or other device which 
is so fastened as to protect the 
cylinder from wrenching, pry- 
ing, cutting or pulling by at.

DEADLOCKING LATCH is 
a latch in which the latch 
bolt is positively held in the 
projected position by a guard 
bolt, plunger, or auxiliary me.
